DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 5-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 5-6 
depends on a canceled claim 4. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Cuevas [US 6,469,494]. 

Regarding claims 1, 5-6 and 19, Cuevas discloses an apparatus (figures 1-3, 4a, 
4b and 5). comprising: a plurality of pliant conductive elements (30, figure 3), each 
having first and second ends (figure 5), the first end electrically coupled to a first 
electrical contact (42, 44. figures 4b and 5) of an integrated circuit substrate and the 
second end electrically coupled to a second electrical contact (34, 38, figures 4b and 5) 
of an integrated circuit package die (figure 2). 
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Regarding claims 2-3, Cuevas discloses a pliant material (62) made by a 
dielectric material (column 4, line 51) and in which the plurality of pliant conductive 
elements (30) are disposed (column 4, line 43). 

Regarding claims 8 and 20, Cuevas discloses wherein a first end of a second 
one of the plurality of pliant conductive elements is to be electrically coupled to a third 
electrical contact of the integrated circuit substrate and a second end of the second one 
of the plurality of pliant conductive elements is to electrically coupled to a fourth 
electrical contact of the integrated circuit die (figures 2-3). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 19-20 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Fjelstad et al. [US 6,573,609] disclose microelectronic 
component with rigid interposer and Smith [US 6.303,408] discloses microelectronic 
assemblies with composite conductive elements.
